SANTA BARBARA, Calif., Sept. 
jl.—A. board of enquiry with Rear 
Admiral T. H. Thatt as its senior 
member is expected at the scene'of 
the aev»n wrecked destroyers at Hoer- 
Ca, 75 miles north of here today to 
Investigate the disaster which cost the 
lives of 23 enlisted men and set a rec- 
erd for peace time naval losses. The 
death list was placed at 23 last night 
*rith the official announcement that 22 
%«re missing and one dead. 


The possibility that the recovered 
bodies may have been swept to sea 
toas given added strength when Lieu- 
tenant Lee at the scene of the wreck, 
ftaid he believed no bodies remained 
•n the destroyer Toung.

It was thought the men were trapp- 


ed below decks as she turned over but 
lieutenant Lee says all vessels were 
•earched before they were deserted. 
The unofficial list shows that three 
Bodies were recovered from the surf 
yesterday. It is believed that the in-

Japan brought from Shanghai by the 
Empress of-Canada confirmed reports 
that foreign victims in the disaster 
were robbed and murdered says a 
Shanghai despatch to the Post. All 
of the survivors, many taken to hos- 
pitals, told "poignant soories of their 
experiences. Many are penniless and 
without clothes while several dement- 
ed are being cared for. Some of the 
foreiism business concerns, says 
the 
correspondent, have decided against 
reopening their Yokohama establish- 
ments fearing that conditions will 
always be uncertain. 
Five thousand 


tons of food and medical supplies 
have been sent from 
Shanghai to

VIA ADVISED TO TURN 


OS WATER FOR FRETWELL 


j. w. Via has been ordered by Mag- 


istrate W- E. Griggs. sitting on the 
bench for Mayor Harry "Wooding, who 
Is oat of town, to turn on the water to 
Julian W. FrctwelVs apartment In the 
same house, as result of a new nuis- 
ance -warrant brought by Mrs. Fret- 
well and which was heard at a leng- 
thy session this morning. The decis- 
ion of the court was appealed by 
connsel for Via. pending the decis- 
ion by the Corporation court Friday 
on an appeal of the civil ca«e. also d»- 
clded by Magistrate Griggs. who at 
that time ruled in favor of Via hold- 
Iny that Fretwell was responsible for 
the condition -which existed at 
the 


house on Mount Vernoa avenue. 
At 


the criminal hearing on the same day 
In the police court the mayor held 
that Via was responsible for the nuis- 
ance and imposed a fine of ten dol- 
lars. An appeal In the criminal case 
was also noted. The verdict of Mag- 
istrate Grigs* this morning was con- 
trmry to the one he rendered In the 
civil case. 
Via •was ^rdered at that time to turn 


on the water, but on advice of Jus 
counsel refused to do so. The same

he says, and that after the latter re- 
fused to vacate within that time, he 
cut off the watter supply. The Fret- 
wells testified of the nuisance which 
they claim exist because Via cut'oll 
the water, contending they had a 
right there under the contract- 


When Judge A, M. Aiken, city at- 
torney, advised Via that he had a 
right to cut off the water, he did It, 
acting in the capacity of a private 
advisor and not as city attorney, he 
testified this morning. 
Via at first 
secured Mr. Ailjen to represent him 
but the latter realized that he would 
have to withdraw as a representative 
of Via, because of his position as city 
attorney which might bring him into 
the case in that capacity sooner or 
later. 


After 
lengthy arguments. Magis- 


trate Griggs remarked that It was 
clear in his opinion that the water 
ought to be turned on at once a*id he 
issued an order to that effect, giving 
Mia one <3ay in which to comply. 
It was learned after court that Via 


has agreed to turn on the water and 
rely on the civil action to oust Fret, 
well from his house. Thus It develops 
that Fretwell has won the flrst vic- 
tory in the long standing controversy. 
The Corporation court -will decide the 
unlawful detainer case, which was ap- 
pealed In th« magistrate's court. On 
this decision will hinge the question 
of whether Fretwell has a right to re 
main a t*cant la tb« Via. howw.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 11.—The 
invisible empire has laid aside its in- 
visibility in Oklahoma, submitting to 
the edict of Governor J. C Walton 
against masked parades and meetings. 
All members of the Ku Klux Klan in 
this state have orders from the grand 
dragon of the Oklahoma realm that 
robes and fcoods must no longer be 
worn in public. The unmasking of 
the klan left Governor "Walton in 
command of the field in his war on 


the organization to which he attri- 
butes floggifigs and other outrages but 
it was not without violent protest that 
state klan officials decided to bow to 
hla ultimatum. 
Grand Dragon N. C. Jewett made it 


plain that only the-governor's threat 
of martial law for communities in 
which masked demonstrations were 
held led to the decision to discard 
robes and hoods 1« public 
A klan 
meeting1 near Bricetown last night 
was the first to unmask under the 
governor's order 
Basil E Newton, 


of Atlanta, national lecturer of the 
klan who delivered the address said 
that the klan 1m Oklahoma would not 
resist the "Czar" but would satisfy 
themselves with the action at the next 
election.

earnets thinking on the whole or- 
phanage question and can be discuss- 
ing the best means of carrying out 
the terms of Mr Hughes' will. 


The official body of the First Pres- 
byteriac church long since complied 
with the duty imposed on it—that, of 
appointing tRe board of trustees. It 
fs likely that the board will be con- 
vened before long for the purpose of 
discussing the'plans. 
The men who

Mr. Hughes In his will left his en- 
tire farm, four miles north of the city 
on the Franklin turnpike, for the or- 
phanage. 
He requested that a cor- 


poration be named for the purpose of 
establishing organizing arid maintain- 
ing the orphanage, "for the white chil- 
dren of the states of Virginia and 
North Carolina, wherein said children 
may be properly cared for, educated, 
and trained in useful trades amd life 
•vocations." The will provided speci- 
fically that the sum t>f half a million 
dollars be spent in "the erection of 
proper buildings .rith suitable equip- 
ment on my said farm." 
Under %the 


plan outlined the orphanage would 
not only be an asylu^n for fatherless 
and otherless children but would pro- 
vide education for them and a'man- 
ual training school for boys with a 
means also of teaching girls a means 
of earning their livelihood

fessed Murderer Held Here 
Requisition 


Papers Not Yet Issued 
Dorsey's Body, 


Found Near Prison. 


(By The Associated Press) 


ATLANTA, Sept. 11.—No record of 0. E. Burnett held 


in Danville, Va., where he is said to have confessed the mur- 
der of Charlie Dorsey, Atlanta taxicab driver, has been 
found in the Fulton Superior Court, and Solicitor General 
John A. Boylrin and his agents who have been working on 
the case since February 28, 1921, today were investigating 
the alleged confession to determine whether to send officers 
to Virginia to return Burnett to this city. At Governor 
Walker's office it was stated that no requisition papers have 
yet been issued. Pierced with bullets the body of Dorsey 
.was found in his automobile near the Federal prison after 
he had been killed on the night of February 28,1921. 


The fatal impulse which draws Georgia fugitives to 


Danville today had the wires humming between this city 
and Atlanta as result of the arrest of 0. E. Burnett, of At- 
lanta and his subsequent affidavit in which he admitted, 
yesterday evening in the city jail, that he shot and killed 
Charles Dorseyj a taxicab driver of Atlanta^in February, 
1921. The confession was made in the form of an affidavit 
in the presence of Police Sergeant J. H. Martin and Assist- 
ant Commonwealths Attorney Jesse W.- Benton, the latter 
taking down his statement after he had put him under 
oath.

Just as Norwood- has employed ani-

If 
ever a man loved dumb - brutes 
he 
should read '^Animal Personalities" 
for 3. better understanding of them. If 
ever a man hated dumb animals he 
should read the book that he-might 
love them, for to know dogs, horses, 
cats, creatures of barnyard and field 
as Dericux knew them is to lore them. 
The affaJrs of animals a« this writer 
pictures them are as tender, as touch, 
inc and as humorous as the affairs 
of humankind. 


In Norwood's fantasy crows are 


pictured as singing beautiful songs, 
although each bird sings but one 
note. The fceawty lies Jn the harmony 
of having eight crows each singing 
a different note.

letters was designed to be sent by 
fathers to sons who were neglecting 
their work at .college.. Quotation: "I 
heard a report tqday that made me 
tremble and my earns tingle; a report 
that you have relinquished your stud- 
ies for^the pursuit of pleasure and 
the follies of ihe world." And so on. 
Another old-time letter was for dun- 
ning deadbeats. It apparently was the 
familiar No. 17 of a series: "I have 
vour letter and have read your words, 
but they have passed into my ears as 
liquid that is poured into a funnel, 
entering at one end and leaving at 
the other.

There we>-e two 
bullett wounds, one In the back of 
the head and one beneath the chin 
to the right and the body wa* lying 
across the door of the car. 
The car 
was found about half a "mile fronf 
.the federal prison Evidence at the 
inquest showed that at 7 o'clock the 
previous night Dorsey had left the 
taxi stand to answer a call for a taxi 
man who said he waa at 169 Cherokee 
avenue, and that he would meet the 
car at Gleen street. 
Various witnesses established that 
this man later picked up at leant one 
other companion, a •woman, and that 
a car 
supposed to have been Dor- 
sey's was seen parked on South Bou- 
levard where It was found with the 
dead body by police officers later In 


the night. Many clues were follow- 
ed by investigators, but no definite 
theory either 
as to cause of the 
murderer or its perpetrator waa cnrar 
established.

Sept. 10.— Th« 
killing of Ed. Mills was one of At- 
lanta's blgest sensations. 
Mill* who 
was a gambler, and the partner of 
Floyd Woodward, leader of th» mil- 
lion dollar bunco gang, was shot and 
killed by Woodward, according to all 
Information at the disposal of At- 
lanta officers. In a hall In the Ansley 
Hotel;'one of the most prominent hos- 
telries In Atlanta.

The arrest in this city of a Geor- 
gia fugitive charged with murder In 
that state recalls the famous Strip- 
ling or Morris case some 
thirteen 
years ago. Thomas Edgar Stripling 
as his real name proved to be. cam* 
to Danville some years before as a 
railroad watchman under the name 
of R. E. Morris. After a year or two 
in Danville, he was elected a mem- 
ber of the local police force and short- 
ly afterward was elected chief of po- 
lice 
A rather stern-appearing, taci- 
turn man. he stuck closely to hi* of- 
ficial duties and "made good" as, chief 
fot police, or certainly the police com- 
missioners thought so. While Irving 
here he shot and killed one man «jnd 
Is believed to have fired the shot that 
killed a misdemeanant who was try- 
ing to escape.

Weary of his long masquerade. Strip- 
ling- confessed his identity and told a 
story of the killing which, if corrob- 
orated or capable of corroboratlon, 
was calculated to mitigate, if not to 
J'lstir/nls crime. 
The wide publicity given to-th« 
strange story of this man's long mas- 
querade under an alias, hie employ- 
ment as an officer of the law and. the 
attainment of the post of chief of; po- 
lice, caused a sensation throughout 
the entire country and created- a wide 
-sympathy for the man. He 'was tak- 
en back to the Georgia prison. ^ but 
public sejitlment a year or more later 
affected his attainment of a pardon. 
At last account*. Stripling- was em- 
ployed in Richmond as a hotel de- 
tective or watchman. 
general other 
Georgia 
fugitive* 
have headed for Danville, only to be 
apprehended and returned 
to the 
State they bad fled, there to be turn- 
ed over to Justice. Tet despite the 
fate of Stripling and other*, the Geor- 
glo fugitive* still seem to find Dan- 
ville a magnet which draws them in- 
to the net of Justice.
